Start Construction Of 
Ocean “Land 


First Floating Airport To lie Anchor¬ 
ed Half Way Retween New York 
and Bermuda 

Construction of the flrst floating 
airix>rt of several that have been 
planned for trans-Atlantic airplane 
service will bo begun Immediately, 1 
according to an announcement by 
Henry J. Gielow, Inc., naval archi¬ 
tects. It Is to be anchoiod about 300 
miles at sea, half way between New 
York and Bermuda. 

The airport Is to be a steel plat¬ 
form, 1.200 feet long, 400 feet wide, 
and Tiding normally at least 100 feet 
above the surface of the ocean. It 
is to be manned by a crew of forty- 
three meu and will contain a ma¬ 
chine shop, hotel and restaurant, nnd 
radio beacon to guide planes at night. 

To hold this floating island In 
place there will be chains 21,150 feet! 
long attached to specially designed 
sea anchors. Six htousnnd tons of 
steel and 2.000 tons of Iron will go 
into its const ruction .and Its cost 
is estimated at $1,500,000. The Gie- 
low’ concern has been retained as 
consulting engineers by the builders, i 
the Armstrong Seadrome Develop-1 
ment Company of Wiliningston, Del. | 

It Is understood that Mr. Arm¬ 
strong expects the island to be In 
place by summer. Experimental 
flights then will he made between 
the mainland and Bermuda, using 
the seadrome as a stopping place. If 1 
these experiments arc successful,! 
the construction of other floats for 
trans-Atlantic service will be pushed 
as quickly as possible. 

The Armstrong company already 
lias conducted tests with large Si¬ 
korsky amphibians on areas similar 
to that of the seadrome, and neede 
only 05 per cent, of the available 
space. By scale model tests the com¬ 
pany has convinced naval engineers 
that the seadromes will ride any 
waves lip to ISO feet in height with 
practically no motion. Eight of these 
islands are contemplated, it is sold, 
in a chain to Europe by way of the 
Azores. Planes then would be able 
to leave New York at 0 o’clock in the 
morning and arrive at Plymouth, 
England, at 4.30 o’clock the follow¬ 
ing afternoon.

Chinese Population In Canada 


This Way 


Number Of Chinese Resident In 
Dominion Is Given As 55,706 

According to reports tabled in the 
House of Commons, three Chinese 
immigrants are admitted to Canada 
during the fiscal year 1027-28, two of 
whom were women. Two students 
coming to attend Canadian univer¬ 
sities were admitted as non-immi¬ 
grants. Eleven Chinese were deport¬ 
ed during the year. 

The registration carried on during 
1023-24 shows a Chinese population 
in Canada of approximately 55,700 
Of this number, 48,305 were males. 
1,302 females, and 0,009 children un¬ 
der 18 years of age. Of the total, 
British Columbia had 31,110 Chinese 
residents. 

The number of Japanese entering 
Canada in 1927 was 511, and in 1928 
535. Of the total for two years, 273 
were adult males, 557 adult females, 
'and 210 children under 18 years of 
age.

Fruits Of British Columbia 

Almost Every Variety Of Fruits 
Now Grown On Pacific Slope 

Most fruits except those Indigen¬ 
ous to the tropics or sub-tropics, are 
now being produced in British Col¬ 
umbia. . Apples apricots cherries, 
peaches, pluni3, prunes, nectarines, 
figs, loganberries, raspberries, straw- 
| berries, grapes, almonds and other 
less hardy fruits and nuts are now 
grown commercially. The principal 
crop Is apples, I lie production of 
which has increased In the last 17 
years from 220,000 bushels to over 
3,000,000 bushels. 

Recent experiments have shown 
that some districts of British Colum¬ 
bia arc likely to become notable as 
producers of fruits, nuts and crops 
that have hitherto not been grown 
In the province. Flowering bulbs are 
now being grown profitably. 

Co-operative marketing is largely 
practised by fruit growers and farm¬ 
ers generally. A large percentage of 
the fruit produced in British Colum¬ 
bia is exported to distant markets, 
including Great Britain, the Orient 
1 and Australia. A horticultural branch 
Is maintained by tho Provincial Gov- 
I eminent to assist the Industry.

U.S. Senator Urges Regulation Of 
Soekeye Salmon Catch On 
Pacific 

Washington. — The treaty to 
authorize Canada and the United 
States to regulate the catch of sock- 
eye salmon on the Pacific coast was 
brought to the notice of President 
Hoover and Secretary of State

The Pas, Man. It was announced 
by II. Ooddington, commercial super¬ 
intendent of the Manitoba Telephone 
system, that arrangements for an¬ 
other hundred line extension on the 
switchboard in The Pas exchange are 
complete. 

"When we took the plant over last 
July, we had 237 subscribers," said 
Mr. Coddington. “Today we have 
395, ami it looks as if we will go over 
the 400 mark within the next two 
months. 

"We intend to extend the long dis¬ 
tance facilities north to Flin Flon 
during the present season and we 
have set aside $19,000 for this work.” 

Mr Coddington said tlm the long 
distance business originating in The 
Pas was far beyond expectations. 


Award For Meritorious Service Given 
To Western Air Aee 

Ottawa.—Captain C. II. "Punch" 
Dickens, commercial pilot of Edmon¬ 
ton, Alta., has received the McKee 
trophy award for 1928, for meritori¬ 
ous service in the advancement of 
aviation in Canada. During the twelve 
months he spent a total of 1,035 
hours in the air, a remarkable 
achievement when consideration is 
taken of the fact that Dickens per¬ 
formed most of his duty in the north¬ 
ern sections of the Dominion. 

Announcement of the award was 
made by Colonel J. L. Ralston, min¬ 
ister of national defence. 


Oppitse National Flag 

Winnipeg. —- The proposal to 
authorize a new national flag for 
Canada was vigorously opposed by 
delegates to the annual convention of 
the Grand Orange Lodge, of Mani¬ 
toba, in session here, who passed a 
J resolution opposing the measure.

Ilcaxx l.os* In District Occupied By 
Paper House* 

London, England.- The biggest fire 
that London iris experienced in a 
long time caused heavy damage on 
the south shore of the Thames in a 
district occupied by paper and tin 
factories. Three hours alter the first 
alarm, flames were shooting 100 feet 
into, the air, a whole series of the 
factories being ablaze. 

A large part of London was 
illuminated by the blaze. Scores of 
lire engines and hundreds of firemen 
were trying to prevent further 
spread of the conflagration. They 
managed to avert danger from 
neighboring workmen's homes, al¬ 
though the families fled. 

One of the losses in the fire was 
400 tons of newsprint paper.

Ottawa. The D.R.A., the annual 
prize meet of the Dominion of Can¬ 
ada Rifle Association, will be held 
this year during the week of August 
12. The dates for this historic event, 
which attracts the foremost marks¬ 
men of all the provinces to the Con¬ 
naught Rifle Ranges, just outside the 
capital, were decided by the execu¬ 
tive, following the annual meeting of 
the association here.

Moscox/—-The Red capital will 
soon have its first moving stairways, 
an innovation that makes Soviet pat¬ 
riots proud of their modernization 
The stairways will be in a new build¬ 
ing for the Central Co-operative Or¬ 
ganizations (Centrosoyuz) here, 
built according to the plans of the 
well-known French architect, Le 
Corbuzier, who is now in Moscow. 


Approve* Crossing Expenses 
Ottawa.—The clause in the bill 
amending the Railway act which 
would provide that the $2,000,000 a 
year grant to assist in protecting 
railway crossings be continued, was 
recommended by the railway commit¬ 
tee of the House of Commons. In the 
past 20 years $4,000,000 has been 
provided for the purpose and only 
slightly over $2,000,000 been used. 
Some $1.900,0o0 still remains in the 
fund.

Last week I dealt with the local 
manifestation of Pyorrhoea in the 
mouth. Tliis week 1 propose to deal 
with its systemic munifeslatons by 
following the germs to their ultimate 
location in the body and noting the 
harmful effects resulting therefrom.

How many people realize that 
parking space for airplanes is sold 
in the same way as parking space 
for automobiles, in the down town 
areas of big cities. To take Oakland 
Municipal Airport at Oakland, Cali¬ 
fornia, as an example. Over night 
ground rental costs one dollar per 
plane. Hangar space less than 1,000 
square feet costs two dollars a day 
or forty dollars a month, while quo¬ 
tations for larger space up to an 
area over 2,000 square feet are 
charged at four dollars a day or sev¬ 
enty-five dollars a month. 

One can get a plane washed just 
as a car Is washed for $ 1.28 an hour. 
Mechanics are available at this air¬ 
port for two dollars an hour during 
regular working hours and three dol¬ 
lars an hour during other periods. 

If you arrived at this airport by 
plane and wanted to stay there dur¬ 
ing the night., you can get a bunk for 
a dollar a night or fifteen dollars a 
month. There are at this airport con¬ 
veniences found at few other air¬ 
ports and that of sleeping quarters 
is one of them. 

Oakland airport which is operated 
in connection with the seaport of the 
city, has had a speed boat channel 
from San Leandro Bay, an arm ot 
San Francisco Bay, dredged direct to 
hangars. This channel is 150 feet 
wide, and 1G feet deep,

Last Registration Gave Total Num¬ 
ber As 55,706 

According to reports tabled in the 
House of Commons, three Chinese 
immigrants were admitted to Can¬ 
ada during the fiscal year 1927-28, 
two of whom were women.

Eleven Chinese were de¬ 
ported during the year.

1923-24 shows a Chinese population 
in Canada of approximately 55,706 
Of this number, 48,305 were males, 
1,302 females, and 6,099 children un¬ 
der 18 years of age. Of the total 
British Columbia had 31,116 Chin¬ 
ese residents. 

The number of Japanese entering 
Canada in 1927 was 511, and in 1928 
535. Of the total for two years, 273 
were adult males, 557 adult females, 
and 216 children under 18 years of 
age.

For the Dairyman 


Growers’ Association and its members 
in spreading the gospel of the value 
of registered seed. They are doing 
much to convince the public that it 
is essential to sow hard red spring 
wheat that is true to type, pure and of 
a variety acceptable to the millers 
and bakers. Great credit Is also to 
be accorded to our scientists of the 
past and present ages for giving to 
us varieties that mature earlier and 
eliminate the losses from early frosts. 

Investigation and research bavo 
shown that one of the chief reasons 
for the depreciation in the standard 
j of our wheat from that of former 
days is the lack of protein, which 
| follows as a conscqucnco of the dep¬ 
letion of plant food, particularly ni¬ 
trates. from our soils. It has been 
shown that the growth of weeds has 
removed sufficient of these soil con¬ 
stituents to reduce the grade of our 
wheat and that had It not been for 
.he growth of weeds, our Western Can 
adian wheat would bo greater and 
competition from other wheat grow¬ 
ing countries would be less keen. 
Larger premiums would be forthcom¬ 
ing and a more st&bltzed market cre¬ 
ated. 

It is. therefore clear that the mat¬ 
ter of weed control is closely asso¬ 
ciated with the question of better 
seed, and that both of them must be 
linked up with the general princip¬ 
les which go to make agriculture an 
industry that is both practical and 
scientific. 

Let us. hope that every farmer in 
Western Canada will not only advo¬ 
cate the use of better seed and good 
farming prlciples, but that he will 
put his knowledge into practice. 
Serious attention to the various fac¬ 
tors in good farming practice will 
go far towards providing u solution 
to the Noxious Weed Problem.
